POST WITHOUT STAMPS 


Order Issued Affecting Mail of Third 
and Fourth Classes. 
Washington, Sept. 21.—Under an 
order signed by the postmaster gen­ 
eral, an innovation was made in the 
postal service by which 
identical 
pieces of mail matter of third and 
fourth class may be mailed without 
postage stamps affixed thereto. 
Con­ 
gress during the last session made pr - 
vision for the transmission in the 
mails of quantities of not less than 
2,000 identical pieces of this character 
of mail and the present order is a pur­ 
suance of that act. 
All persons, firms or corporations, in 
order to avail themselves of the new 
privilege, must apply to their post­ 
masters, who will, after first receiv­ 
ing authority from the department, 
issue a permit covering the conditions 
under which the matter may be sent 
without stamps. 
In all cases postage 
on the entire qoantity of mail must 
be paid in money at the time this mail 
is presented at the postcffice.

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- JUDGE PARKER’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE - 


Sept. 20, 1004. 
To the lion. Champ Clark and Others 
Committee. Etc.; 
Gentlemen—In my response to y our 
com m ittee at the formal notification 
proceedings I referred to some matters 
not mentioned in this letter. 
I desire 
tha t these be considered as incorporat­ 
ed herein, and regret tha t lack of space 
prevents specific* reference to them 
a ll. 1 wish here, however, again to refer 
to my vietVs there expressed as to the 
gold standard, to declare again my wn 
qualified belief in said standard and to 
express my appreciation of the action 
of the convention in reply to my com­ 
munication upon that subject. 
Grave public questions are pressing 
for decision. 
The Democratic party 
appeals to the people with confidence 
tha t its position on these questions will 
be accepted and indorsed at the polls. 
W hile the issues involved are numer 
■ous. some stand forth pre-eminent in 
the public mind. 
Among these are 
tariff reform, imperialism, economical 
administration and honesty in the pub­ 
lic service. 
I shall briefly consider 
these and some others within the nec­ 
essa rily prescribed lim its of this letter. 


Im perialism . 
W hile I presented my views a t the 
notification proceedings concerning this 
vita l issue, the overshadowing impor­ 
ta nce of this question impels me to re­ 
fer to it again. 
The issue is often­ 
tim es referred to as constitutionalism 
versus imperialism. 
If we would retain our liberties and 
constitutional 
rights 
unimpaired we 
ca nnot permit or tolerate at any tim e 
or for any purpose the arrogation of 
unconstitutional powers by the execu­ 
tiv e branch of our government. 
We 
should be ever mindful of the words 
of Webster, “ Liberty is only to be pre­ 
served by maintaining constitutional 
restra ints and a just division of polit­ 
ica l powers.” 
Already the national government has 
becom e centralized bey ond any point 
contem pla ted 
or 
imagined

the 
founders of the constitution. 
How tre­ 
m endously all this has added to the 
power of the president! 
It has devel­ 
oped from y ear to y ear until It alm ost 
equa ls that of many monnrchs. W hile 
4he growth of our country and the mag­ 
nitude of interstate interests may seem 
to furnish a plausible reason for this 
centralization of power, y et these same 
-ia cts afford the m ost potent reason 
Why the executive should not be per­ 
mitted to encroach upon the other de 
partments of the government and a s­ 
sum e legisla tive or other powers not 
expressly conferred 1«? the eonstitu-/ 
tiou. 
The magnitude of the country and 
Its diversity of interest» , and popula­ 
tion would enable a determined, a m bi­ 
tious and able executive, unmindful of 
constitutiona l 
limitations 
and 
tirt^l 
with the lust of power, to go far in 
the usurpation of authority and the 
aggrandizement of personal power be­ 
fore the situation could be fully appre­ 
cia ted or the people be aroused. 
The issue of imperialism whfeh has 
been thrust upon the country involves 
a decision whether the law of the land 
or the rule of individual caprice shall 
govern. 
The principle of imperialism 
may give rise to brilliant, startling, 
da shing results, but the principle of 
democracy holds in check the brilliant 
executive and subjects him to tlie so­ 
ber,, conservative control of the people. 
The people of the United States 
ala nd a t the parting of the way s. 
$ha ll w e follow tlie footsteps erf our 
fa thers along the paths of peace, pros­ 
perity and contentment, guided by the 
•ever living spirit of the constitution 
(Which they framed for us, or shall we 
go along other and untried paths hith­ 
erto shunned by nil, following blindly 
mew ideals which, though appealing 
w ith brilliancy to the imagination and 
am bition, may prove a will-o’-the-wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
it may be impossible to extrica te our­ 
selves without lasting injury to our 
national character and institutions? 


T he Tariff and Trusts. 
Tariff reform is one of the cardinal 
principles of the Democratic faith, and 
tlie necessity for it was never greater 
tha n at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
a ll our people. 
The Dingley tariff is excessive in 
m a ny of its rates and. as to them at 
lea st, unjustly and oppressively bur­ 
dens the people. It secures to domes­ 
tic manufacturers, singly or In combi­ 
nation, the privilege of exa cting ex­ 
cessive prices at home and prices far 
a bove the level of sales made regular­ 
ly by them abroad with profit, thus 
giving a bounty to foreigners at the 
« xpense of our own people. It levies 
oppressive 
and 
unjust 
ta xes 
upon 
many articles forming in whole or part 
the so called raw material of many 
of our manufactured products, not on­ 
ly burdening the consumer, but also 
closing to the manufacturer the mar­ 
kets lie needs and seeks abroad. 
Its 
unjust taxation burdens the people 
generally , forcing them to pay excess­ 
ive prices for food, fuel, clothing and 
other necessaries of life. It levies du­ 
ties on many articles not normally im­ 
ported in any considerable amount 
■which are made extensively at home, 
for which the most extreme protec­ 
tionist would hardly justify protective 
ta xes, and which in large amounts arc 
exported. Such duties have been and 
will continue to be a direct incentive 
to the formation of hut e industrial 
combinations, which, secure from for­ 
eign competition, are enu ded to stifle 
dom estic competition and practically 
to monopolize the home market. 
It contains many duties imposed for 


treaties, which the Republican admin­ 
istration, impliedly at least, promised 
to negotiate. 
Ha ving on this promise 
secured the increased duties, tlie Re­ 
publican party leaders, spurred on by 
protected 
Interests, 
defea ted 
the 
treaties negotiated by the executive, 
and now these same interests cling to 
the benefit of these duties which the 
people never intended they should have 
and to which they have no moral right. 
Even now the argument most fre­ 
quently urged in behalf of the Dingley 
tariff and a ga inst tariff reform general­ 
ly is the necessity of caring for our in­ 
fa nt industries. 
Many of these indus­ 
tries a fter a hundred y ears of lusty 
growth are looming up as industrial 
giants. 
In their case at least the Ding­ 
ley tariff invites combination and mo­ 
nopoly and gives justification to the 
expression tha t tlie tariff is-t4re moth­ 
er of trusts. 
For the above mentioned reasons, 
among many others, tlie people de 
mand reform of these abuses, and such 
reform demands and should receive im­ 
mediate attention. 
The two leading parties have a lwa y s 
differed as to the principle of customs 
taxation. 
Our party lias a lwa y s ad­ 
vanced the theory that the object is 
the raising of revenue for support of 
the government whatever other results 
may incidentally flow' therefrom. 
The 
Republican party , on the other hand, 
contends tha t customs duties should 
be levied primarily for protection, so 
called, with revenue us the subordinate 
purpose, thus using the power of ta x­ 
ation to build up the busiuess and prop­ 
erty of the few at the expense of the 
many . 
This difference of principle still sub­ 
sists, but our party appreciates that the 
long continued policy of the country , 
as manifested in its statutes, makes it 
necessary that tariff reform should be 
prudently and sagaciously undertaken 
on scientific principles, to the end that 
there should not be an immediate rev­ 
olution in existing conditions. 
In the words of our platform we de­ 
mand “ a revision and a gradual re­ 
duction of the tariff by the friends of 
the masses, and for the common weal, 
aud not by the friends of its abuses, 
its extortions aud discriminations.” 
It is true that the Republicans, who 
do not admit in their platform tha t the» 
Dingley tariff needs the slightest a l­ 
teration, are likely to retain a major­ 
ity of the federal sena te throughout the 
next presidential term and could, there­ 
fore, if they chose, block every a t­ 
tempt at legisla tive relief. 
But it 
should be remembered tha t the Re­ 
publican party includes many revision­ 
ists, and I believe it will shrink from 
defy ing the popular will expressed un­ 
mistakably aud peremptorily at the 
ballot box. 
The people demand, reform of exist­ 
ing conditions. 
Since the la st Demo­ 
cratic administration the cost of living 
has grievously increased. 
Those hav­ 
ing fixed incomes have suffered keenly ; 
those living on wa ges, if there has 
been any increase, know that such in­ 
crease has not kept pace with the ad­ 
vance in the cost of living, including 
rent and the necessaries of life. Many 
today are out of work, unable to se­ 
cure any wages at all. 
To a llevia te 
these conditions in so far as is in our 
power should be our earnest endeavor. 
T rust Remedies. 
I pointed out in my earlier response 
the remedy which, in my judgment, 
can 
effectually 
be 
applied 
against 
monopolies, and the assurance was 
then given that if existing laws, in­ 
cluding both sta tute and common law. 
proved inadequate, contrary to my ex 
pectatlous, I favor such further legis­ 
lation within constitutional limitations 
-us will best promote aud safeguard the 
iuterests of all the people. 
Whether there is any common law 
which can be applied aud enforced by 
tlie federal courts cannot be determin- 
I ed by the president or by a candidate 
for the presidency . 
The determination of this question 
i was left by the people in framing the 
constitution to the judiciary and not 
to tlie executive. 
The supreme court 
of tlie United States has recently con­ 
sidered this question, and. in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph com­ 
pany versus the Call I’ublisliing com ­ 
pany . to be found in the one hundred 
and eighty -first volume of the United 
States supreme court reports, at page 
92, it decided that common law prin­ 
ciples could 
be applied 
by 
United 
States courts in cases involving inter­ 
sta te commerce in the absence of Unit­ 
ed Sta tes sta tutes specifically cover­ 
ing the case. Such is the law of the 
land. 


Reciprocity . 
In my address to the notification 
committee I said that tariff reform “ is 
demanded by the best iuterests of 
both 
manufacturer 
and 
consumer." 
With equal truth it can be said that 
the benefits of reciprocal trade trea­ 
ties would enure to both. 
That the 
consumer would be helped !s unques­ 
tionable. That the manufacturer would 
receive great benefit by extending his 
markets abroad hardly needs demon 
strntiou. Ilis productive capacity has 
outgrown the home market. The very 
term "home market” has changed in 
its significance. Once, from the manu­ 
facturers’ point of view, it meant ex­ 
pansion; today the marvelous growth 
of our manufacturing industries has 
far exceeded the consumptive capacity 
of our domestic markets, and the term 
"home 
market” 
implies 
contraction 
rather than expansion. 
If we would 
run our mills to their full capacity . 


ent on raw materials in w’hole or part 
imported, it is vital to the extension 
of their markets abroad that they se­ 


cure their materials on the most fa ­ 
vorable terms. 
Our marty red president, Wiftiam Mc­ 
Kinley , appreciated this situation. He 
pointed out in his last address to the 
people tha t w e must make sensible 
trade arrangements if "we shall ex­ 
tend the outlets for our increasing sur­ 
plus.” 
He said: “ A sy stem which pro­ 
vides a mutual exchange of commodi­ 
ties is m anifestly essential to the con­ 
tinued and healthful growth of our ex­ 
port trade. * * * The period of exclu­ 
siveness is past. 
The expansion of our 
trade and commerce is the pressing 
problem. Commercial wars are unprof­ 
itable. 
A policy of good will and 
friendly relations will prevent repris­ 
als. 
Reciprocity treaties are in har­ 
mony with tlie spirit of the times; 
measures of retaliation are not.” 
This argument was made in the in­ 
terest of our manufacturers, whose 
products, he urged, “ have so m ulti­ 
plied that the problem of more markets 
requires our urgent and immediate a t­ 
tention.” 
H e had come to realize tha t 
the so called stand pat policy must 
give way ; that there must be a reduc­ 
tion of duties to enable our manufac­ 
turers to cultiva te foreign markets. 
The last w’ords of this president. W’ho 
had w’on the affection of his country ­ 
men, ought to be studied by every man 
who has any doubt of the necessity of 
n reduction in tariff rates in the inter­ 
est of the manufacturer. They present 
with clearness a situation aud a pro­ 
posed remedy that prompted the provi­ 
sion in our platform which declares 
that “ we favor liberal trade arrange­ 
ments with Canada and with peoples 
of other countries where they can be 
entered iiito with benefit to American 
agriculture, tnanufactures, mining or 
commerce.” 
The persistent refusal of the Repub­ 
lican majority in the federal scrape to 
ra tify the reciprocity treaties nego­ 
tiated in pursuance of the policy ad­ 
vocated alike by Mr. Blaine aud Mr. 
McKinley , and expressly sanctioned in 
the Dingley act itself, Is a discourag­ 
ing exhibition of bad faith. As already 
mentioned by me, the exorbitant duty 
imposed on many an imported a rticle 
by the Dingley tariff w a s avowedly in­ 
tended by its author not to be perma­ 
nent, but to serve temporarily as ;v 
maximum, from which ti c federal gov­ 
ernment w a s empowered to offer a re­ 
duction in return for an equivalent 
concession on the part of a foreign 
country . 
President McKinley under­ 
took honestly to carry out the purpose 
of the act. 
A number of reciprocity 
agreements were negotiated, which, if i 
ratified, would have had the twofold 
result of cheapening many import 
! 
products for American consumers 
j 
of opening and enlarging foreign mar­ 
kets to American producers. 
Not one 
of those agreements ha's met with tlie 
approval of the Republican masters of 
the senate. 
Indeed they did not even 
permit their consideration. 
In view 
of the attitude of the present execu­ 
tive. no new agreement need be ex 
pocted from him. 
Nor does the Re­ 
publican platform contain a favorable 
reference to one of the suspended 
treaties. 
The reciprocity cla uses of 
the Dingley act seem destined to re­ 
main a monument of legisla tive cozen-1 
age and political bad faith unless the 
people take the matter in their own > 


been such as to both deserve and com­ 
mand the utterance of the Democratic 
party that it stands committed to the 
principle of civil service reform and 
demands its just and impartial en­ 
forcement. 


R e c la m a tio n of Arid La nds . 
A va st expanse of country In the 
west, portions of which are to he found 


in each of the sixteen sta tes and terri­ 
tories, mentioned in the law, is direct­ 
ly affected by the national sta tute—the 
outcome of intelligent and persistent 
efforts of lending citizens, providing 
for the reclamation of the arid lands 
for the benefit of home seekers. 
Dur­ 
ing the y ears of tlie development of the 
measure which finally received the vote 
of every member of the upper house 
of congress it encountered opposition, 
based to a large extent upon tlie view 
that the aim of its promoters wa s to 
secure the benefits of irrigation to 
private owners at government expense. 
Tlie aim of the statute is, however, to 
enable this va st territory to reclaim 
its arid lands without calling upon the 
taxpay ers of the country at large to 
pay for It. 
Whether the purposes of 
the bill w ill be fully accomplished must 
depend in large measure upon the abil­ 
ity . sobriety of judgment, independ­ 
ence and honesty of the officers of the 
interior department having this great 
work in charge. 
In 1902 the main canals and ditches 
in the region affected aggregated more 
than 59,000 miles, and the work of rec­ 
lamation is but in its infancy . 
The to­ 
tal cost of construction of the neces­ 
sary head gates, dams, main canals, 
ditches, reservoirs and pumping sta ­ 
tions wa s a t that time a little over 
$93,000,000, which of itself suggests 
the hundreds of millions that may 
eventually be invested in the territory 
covered by the sta tu te. 
The magni­ 
tude of the conception and the enor­ 
mous expense its carry ing out involves 
make us realize the overw helming im­ 
portance of a broad, capable and honest 
administration of the work authorized 
by the sta tute if effect is to be given 
to that part of the plan that relieves 
the country a t large from ultimate lia­ 
bility .

Pe ns ions For O ur Soldie rs a nd Sa ilors . 
The national Democracy favors lib­ 
eral pensions to the surviving soldiers 
and sailors and their dependents on 
tlie ground that they deserve liberal 
treatment. 
It pledges by its platform 
adequate legislation to that end. 
But 
it denies the right of the executive to 
usurp the power of congress to legis 
late on that subject. 
Such usurpation 
w a s attempted by pension order No, 
78, and effect has been given to it by 
a congress tha t dared not resent the 


usurpation. 
It is said that “ this order 
wras made in tlie performance of a 
duty imposed upon the president by 
a ct of congress,” but the provision 
making the imposition is not pointed 
out. 
The act to which the order re­ 
fers, w’hich is the one relating to pen­ 
sions to civil war veterans, does not 
authorize pensions on the ground of 
age. 
It does grant pensions to those 
“ suffering from any mental or phy sical 
disa bility or disa bilities of a perma­ 
nent eh.-traeter, not the result of their 
own vicious habits, which so incapaci­ 
ta tes them from the performance of 
manual labor as to render them una­ 
ble to earn a support.” 
This specified 
requirement of incapacity is in effect 
set aside by order No. 78 as to all per­ 
sons over sixty -two. 
The war closed nearly forty y ears 
ago. 
In the meantime many of our 
soldiers and sailors long survived the 
a ge of sixty -tw o and passed a wa y 
without receiving any pension. 
Skill­ 
ful pension attorney s, hunting through 
the statute, failed to find there a pro­ 
vision giving a pension to all who had 
reached sixty -two. 
Many prominent 
veterans urged the justice of congres-. 
sional action giving a service pension 
to all veterans. 
Bills to that effect 
were inLoJ uced in congress. 
And not 
until March of this y ear did any one 
ever claim to have made the discovery 
tha t the president had power to treat 
tlie sta tute us if it read that when a 
cla im a n t lir .l p a ssed the age of-sixty - 
tw o y ears he is necessarily disabled 
one-haif in ability to perform manual 
labor and therefore entitled to a pen­ 
sion. 
The present pension commissioner in­ 
dicate;! his view of the order when in 
a recent 
he thanked the presi­ 
dent for 7,*I.ut he had done and advised 
his hearers to use their influence that 
a la w might be passed to the same ef­ 
fect.

ed to be president—aggregating 
$582,000,000, 
there is a difference so great as to excite 
alarm in the breasts of all thoughtful 
men. Even excluding the sum of $50,000,- 
000 paid for the Panama panal right* and 
to the sta te of Panama, the expenditures 
of the last fiscal y ear exceeded the sum 
of $532,000,000, being more than double the 
expenditures of the government for all 
purposes during the first y ear of Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 
The expenses of the first four y ears suc­ 
ceeding the last Democratic administra­ 
tion amounted to the enormous average 
of $511,000,000 
per y ear. 
This large ex­ 
penditure was due to a considerable ex­ 
tent to the cost of the Spanish-American 
wrar, which occurred during that period. 
But the termination of tha t war brought 
no relief to the treasury , for the average 
annual expenses of the government dur­ 
ing the three subsequent y ears ending 
J une 30, 1904, were about $519,000.000, which 
is the largest sum hitherto reached dur­ 
ing a like period since the close of the 
civil war. 
This draft upon the revenues of the 
country has had the effect which might 
have been anticipated, and now we have 
presented the reverse of the situation, 
which led to the famous observation, "It 
is a condition and not a theory which 
confronts us,” for, although the present 
incumbent found at the close of the first 
fiscal y ear during which he assumed con­ 
trol of the administration a surplus of re­ 
ceipts over expenditures of more than 
$91,000,000, 
there was an excess of ex­ 
penditures over receipts at the close of 
the last fiscal y ear of $42,000,000, and the 
official monthly 
reports 
made by 
the 
treasury department show that the ex­ 
penditures are continuously and rapidly 
Increasing, w’hile the receipts are dimin­ 
ishing. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
note the recent administrative orders foi - 
bidding government officers from making 
public any statement of estimates on 
W’hlch future appropriations are to be 
based. 
If a man of ordinary intelligence and 
prudence should find in the operating ex­ 
penses of his business such a tremendous 
percentage of increase, 
would he not 
promptly set on foot an inquiry for the 
cause of the waste and take immediate 
measures 
to 
stop It, 
especially 
when 
trusted employ ees have been found dis­ 
honest and convicted and a wMdespread 


votes, 
i t they desire it, order such an investiga­ 
tion and inaugurate a policy of economy 
and retrenchment. 
It is safe to say that 
this will not be accomplished by indors- t 
ing at the polls the Republican majority 
of the house of representatives which re­ 
fused the Investigation and made the ap­ 
propriations, nor by continuing in power 
the administration which made the dis­ 
bursements. 
Reform ln expenditures must be had to 
both the civil, military and naval estab­ 
lishments in order that the national ex­ 
penditures may be brought to a basis of 
peace and the government maintained 
without recourse to the ta xes of war 
Conclusion. 
I have put aside a congenial tvork, to 
which I had expected to devote my life, 
in order to assume as best I can the re­ 
sponsibilities y our convention put upon me. 
I solicit the cordial co-operation and 
generous assistance of every man who 
believes that a change of measures and 
of men a t this time would be wise, and 
urge harmony of endeavor as well as 
vigorous action on the part of all so 
minded. 
The issues are J oined, and the people 
must render the verdict. 
Shall economy of administration be de­ 
manded or shall extravagance be encour­ 
aged? 
Shall the wrongdoer be brought to bay 
by the people, or must justice wait upon 
political oligarchy ? 
Shall our government stand for equal 
opportunity or for special privilege? 
Shall It remain a government of law or 
become one of Individual caprice? 
Shall we cling to the rule of the people, 
or shall we eaUirace beneficent despotism? 
with caimness and confidence we await _ 
the people’* Yerfllct. 
If called to the office of president I 
shall consider my self the chief magistrate 
of all the people and not of any faction, 
and shall ever be mindful of the fact that 
on many questions of national policy 
there are honest differences of opinion. I 
believe in the patriotism, good sense and 
absolute sincerity of all the people. 
I 
shall strive to remember that he may 
serve his party best who serves his coun­ 
try best. 
If it be the wish of the people that f 
undertake the duties of the presidency f 
pledge my self, with God's help, to devote 
all my powers and energy to the duties of 
this exalted office.

In the first place there is the waltz, 
which will be the most popular dance 
of the season, as it deserv es to be.

Two of the two-step forms that were 
adopted were the “ Crescent,” a two- 
step with the v ariations, and the 
“ Bonny Glide,” which is two-step in 
form, but v aries considerable in execu­ 
tion. It includes the waltz mov e­ 
ment, and is much slower and more 
graceful than the ordinary two-step.

Lo uisia nia Purcha se Va riety Must Be 
Dispo sed o f by Dec. 1 . 
The postoffice department has issu ed 
a general notice that the sale of the 
commemorative series of the Lou isiana 
pu rchase exposition stamps at post- 
offices throu ghou t the cou ntry will be 
discontinu ed Dec. 1 next, in accord­ 
ance with the original plan, and an 
order was issu ed look ing to the avoid­ 
ance of any u nsold su rplu s on hand 
after that date. Beginning Oct. 1, all 
postmasters are requ ired to state in 
connection with their requ isitions for 
this series of stamps that the amou nt 
ordered will be sold by Dec. 1. At all 
cities where the present su pply is lik e­ 
ly to last longer than the time fixed, 
postmasters have been directed to 
su pplant the regu lar issu e of stamps 
with the commemorative ones, selling 
the regu lar stamps only when specially 
ask ed for by pu rchasers.

stru ctions, however, are not to be con­ 
stru ed as forcing the sale of exposition 
stamps on post office patrons who pre­ 
fer the regu lar issu e.

Roth engines and the mnjor portions 
of both trains were demolished, and 
why the orders were disregarded or 
misinterpreted will probably never be 
known, ns the engineers of the twe 
trains were crushed, their bodies re­ 
maining for hours under the wrecka g e 
of the locomotives. 


The west-bound train wa s a hea vy 
one. it carrying the sleepers from the 
east for Knoxville, Chattanooga, 
and 
other southern cities. 
The east-bound 
train wa s lighter, consisting of 
day 
eoaehes and chair cars. 
The heavy 
train crashed into the lighter one with 
the force of a giant missile hurled from 
a catapult. 
And, by the irony of fa te, 
the engineer and the fireman of the 
train a t fault were the only ones on 
that train to lose their lives, while fif­ 
ty-six travelers were killed on 
the 
train that had the right of way. 
The light coaches of the local train 
were literally knocked into splinters. 
Hoofs were smashed like crumpled en­ 
velopes, two cars had both sides torn 
out, floors were driven up and forced 
through 
the ceilings,

crushing men, women and children a s 
if in a vise. 
When the first impact 
came the passengers on tne east-bound 
train were hurled from their sea ts and 
thrown toward the front end of the 
cars. 
Then, in an instant, before they 
could regain their feet, the cars com­ 
menced to telescope and close up a s a 
hat rack is compressed.

Dozens of bodies were simply crushed 
out of all semblance to human form, 
limbs were tom off, and bones broken 
by the hundred.
